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Emperor 


to Open 


Third Asia Games 
In Tokyo Today 


The Emperor today will open the third Asian Games, 
the largest and the most significant international sports meet 


ever held in Japan. 


Whether Japan could win the 1964 Olympic Games or not 
largely depends on how the nine<iay Asian Games are conduct- 


ed. Members of the International 
Olympic Committee, headed by 
president Avery Brundage who 
met last week in Tokyo will be 
among the spectators. 


The opening ceremony of the 
third and the biggest Asian ver- 
sion of the Olympic Games 
will be at 3 p.m. at the newly 


Djakarta was chosen 
as the site of the next 
Asian Games in 1962, the 
Asian Games Federation 
Council decided yester- 
day in Tokyo. (Detailed 
report, Page 5). 


completed National Athletic Sta- 
dium at Sendagaya, the main 
site of the games. 

The 70,000-seat stadium will 
be filled to capacity today as 
every one of the 60,900 tickets 
available for the public has been 
sold out. The remaining 10,000 
seats will be reserved for in- 
vited guests, games officials, cor- 
respondents and the 3,000-voice 
chorus which will provide music 
at the ceremonies. 

Among the royal spectators 
will be the Shahanshah of Iran, 
Prince Chelam Reza Pahlavi, 
younger brother of the Shahan- 
shah, and Prime Minister Tun- 
ku Abdul Rahman of Malaya. 

Following the arrival of the 
Emperor and Empress at the 
roval box, 1,413 youths of 20 
Asian nations, dressed in color- 
ful uniforms and preceded by 
their national flags, will march 
into the stadium in alwhabetical 
order. Participating nations 
are: Afghanistan, Burma, Cam- 
bodia, Ceylon, China, Hong- 
kong, India, Indonesia, Iran, 
leracl, the Republic of Korea, 
Malaya, Nepal, North  Bor- 
neo. Pakistan, Philippines, Sin- 
gapore, Thailand, (South) Viet 
nam and Japan. 

At the’ first Asian Games in 
New Delhi in 1951, some 600 
athletes representing 11 nations 
particicated. Close to 1,000 par- 
ticipants competed in the sec 
ond meet in Manila in 1954. 

Juichi Tsushima, state minis 
ter and the president of the or- 
ganizing committee of the third 
Asian Games, will deliver a brief 
address preceding the Emperor's 
proclamation of the opening of 
the games at 3:30 p.m. 

Following the opening declara- 
tion, an Asian Games flag will 
be hoisted on an infield flag 
pole. The height of the pole is 
15.21 meters in tribute to Mikio 
Oda, the first Japanese to win a 
gold medal in the Olympic 
Games. He cleared 15.21 meters 
in the hop, step and jump in 
the 1928 Amsterdam Olympics. 

Five thousand pigeons will 
be released at the same time, 
and the Self-Defense Forces arti- 
lery will fire a 2l-gun salute. 


The lighting of the Asian 
Games flame will climax the 
hour-long opening. Oda, the 


last of 1,180 runners who relay- 
ed the torch 3,000 miles from 
Manila’s Rizal Stadium, the site 
of the last Asian Games, will 
enter the stadium at 3:35 p.m. 
He will circle the track half 
way, climb 84 steps, and light 
the flame in the cauldron at 
the southern end of the stand. 
Following the lighting, the 
8,000-voice chorus will sing the 
sperts hymn “The Song of the 
Youth.” The choir is made up 
of Tokyo college students.

Lebanon Asks 
UNSC Session 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
(INS) — Lebanon called 
Thursday night for an 
“urgent meeting of the U.N. 
Security Council on its dis- 
pute with the United Arab 
Republic. 

Lebanese delegate Karmil 
Azkoul held an extraordi- 
nary meeting with Council 
president C. 5. A. Ritchie at 
11 p.m. upon receiving in- 
structions from Beirut to 
call for the session. 

Lebanese sources said the 
meeting will probably take 
place next Monday or Tues- 
day, at which point Lebanon 
may present a resolution 
calling for condemnation of 
the VAR. 

The Lebanese letter, re- 
questing the Council session, 
charges that the UAR’s “In- 
tervention” in Lebanon's 
internal affairs “may en- 
danger international peace 
and security.” 


Morocco, 
Tunisia View 


U.N. Appeal 


UNITED NATIONS, N.Y. 
(INS) — Morocco and Tunisia 


Friday were considering a call 
for U.S. Security Council action 
to remove French troops from 
their soil. 


Informed sources said the two 
North African states may charge 
that the Parise Government has 
lost control over the rebellious 
French army. Therefore, the 
two former French protecto- 
rates may argue it is a threat to 
world peace and their sover- 
eignty for the troops to remain. 


Tunisians and Moroccans al- 
ready have expressed fear that 
the rebellious generals may try 
to reassert French domination 
over them through a military 
attack. 


Envoy Rushes to Paris 

TUNIS (Kyodo-UP)—France 
summoned home its top diplo- 
mat in Tunisia Friday for a 
first-hand report on new mill- 
tary violence which has reviv- 
ed the simmering Franco-Tunjs!- 
an crisis. 

Jean-Louls Benard, French 
charge d'affaires in Tunis, was 


expected to leave here later 
Friday. 
(The French ambassador to 


Morocco also has be@n recalled 
to Paris.) 

Benard has been in charge of 
French affairs here since the 
French air force attack Feb. 8 
on Sakiet Sidi Youssef, a Tunisi- 
an border village, strained 
Frerich-Tunisian relations.

Rahman, the Empress, the Emperor, Mrs. Rahman and 


All-Algerian Junta 
Calls for De Gaulle 


PARIS (Kyodo-UP)—The Al- 
gicrs army rebels called on the 
French nation Friday to over- 
throw the Fourth Republic and 
sweep Gen. Charles de Gaulle 
to power. 

The challenge from the army 
generals and their revolutionary 
“Committee of Public Safety” 
for all of Algeria was one of 
the most defiant challenges ever 
flung at a French Government. 

it came shortly after defiant 
generals, Moslems and French 
colonials met in a government 
building in Algiers and publicly 
prociaimed their all-Algerian 
committee. 


Premier Pierre Pflimlin still 
Was struggling to reach a 
“peace” settlement with the 
Algiers insurgents but a rapid 
series of events made this piain- 
ly impossible. 

The rebels: ' 


1. Proclaimed the new com- | 
mittee is the “repository of the | 
popular sovereignty.” 

2. Appealed to all Frenchmen 
in France to set up their own 
revolutionary public safety com- 
mittees in defiance of the Gov- 
ernment. 


3. Said they would fight un- 
til a “Government of Public 
Safety,” headed by De Gaulle, 
is set up in Paris.

Massu Co-Chairman 

ALGIERS (AP)—An_all-Al- 
geria Committee of Public Safe- 
ty—in effect a_ revolutionary 
government—was formally set 
up here Friday. 

The committee named two 
chairmen — paratrooper Gen. 
Jacques Massu and Dr. Cherif 
Sidcara, a Moslem who held a 
high position in the Govern- 
ment of former French Premier 
Felix Gaillard. 


The “Committee of Public 
Safety for Algeria and the 
Sahara” is composed of about 
40 members. A number of sub- 
committees — corresponding to 
government ministries — will 
deal with such questions as ex- 
ternal relations, labor, social af- 


fairs, youth and education and 
information,

Assembly 
Postpones 
Crucial Vote 


PARIS (INS)—The Steering 
Committee of the French Na- 
tional Assembly decided Friday 
to put off until Tuesday a cru- 
cial Assembiy vote on Premier 
Pierre Pflimiin’s call for dras- 
tic constitutional reforms. 

The delay, observers said, 
could be fatal for Pfiimiin and, 
perhaps for civil government in 
the shaky Fourth Republic. Au- 
thorities feared that right-wing 
extremists, using the magic 
name of Gen. Charles de Gaulle, 
would incite mob action in 
Paris which might bring the 
Premier down. 

Pflimlin was given less than 


‘an even chance of getting the 


powers he asked in order to 
strengthen the executive. They 
are about the same powers de- 
manded by De Gaulle and im- 
plicitly refused by Parliament. 

The Premier was expected to 
spend the long Pentecost week- 
end holiday in trying to win 
support for his plan on Tues. 
day. 

The Premier's already pre- 
carious position received an- 
other jolt Thursday night when 
De Gaulle turned down a bid 
to play a peacemaker role. 

Rightist ex-Premier Antoine 
Pinay, with at Jeast tacit appro- 
val from Pflimlin, visited De 
Gaulle at his country home re- 
portediy to ask the general to 
accept a mission to Algiers to 
heal the breach between the 
military and the Government.

Voters OK’d Pro-West 
Policy: U.S. Officials 


WASHINGTON (Kyodo-UP)— 
American officials Friday hailed 
the outcome of the Japanese 
elections as an endorsement of 
the pro-Western policies of 
Prime Minister Nobusuke Kishi, 

The outcome of the voting, 
which left the alignment in Par- 
liament virtually unchanged, 
also was interpreted as a vic- 
tory for Kishi within the Li 
eral-Democrat Party, It was the 
first general election under his 
sole leadership of the party and 
it was felt here that it disclosed 
that he was quite competent to 
hold the line against any signifi- 
cant Socialist inroads. 

American officials tended to 
give the Chinese Communists 
some credit for having unwit 
tingly aided Kishi's Liberai-De- 
mocrats in Winning 287 of the 
467 seats in the Lower House. 

They said they believed that 
Communist China's criticism of 
Kishi and Peiping’s action in 
breaking all trade relations with 
Japan had been resented by the 
Japanese people as unwarranted 
Communist interference in 
Japan's internal affairs. 


Communist Comment

Communist China’s New 
China News Agency comment 
ing on Japan’s general elections, 
said yesterday Kishi's party had 
suffered a setback in its hope 
to revise the Constitution which 
bans war potentials. 

“Kishi's Liberal-Democratic 
Party, which has been carrying 
out a policy of subservience to 
America and  remilitarization, 


has suffered a set back in the 
present elections,” the New 


China News Agency said. 


It attributed the set back to. 


the election being held at a 
“time of bitter struggle by the 
Japanese people against Ameri- 
can control and for independ- 
ence and peace; and at a time 
when the situation in the coun- 
try (Japan) has aroused con- 
cern among the people.” 

The New China News Agency 
admitted however “the Kishi 
clique” did win a majority in 
the Diet. 

But, it added, it gained this 
majority “by means of suppres- 
sive measures,” 

It noted in this connection 
that the election results showed 
the “progressive elements” had 
made further gains in their 
struggle for independence and 
peace,

Foreign Policy Said 
Key to Vote Results 


Prime Minister Nobusuke Ki- 
shi yesterday credited his 
party's victory to the people's 
support of the Liberal-Demo- 
cratic “realistic foreign policy” 
geared to cooperation with the 
Free World. 


Kishi made the statement 
during a series of radio and tele 
vision broadcasts with Socialist 
Party Chairman Mosaburo Su- 
zuki. 


Suzuki agreed that foreign po- 
licy constituted a decisive fac- 
tor in the election. 


However, Suzuki questioned 
whether the foreign policy dif- 
ferences between the two parties 
were fully understood by the 
voters. 


He added that diplomatic 
moves by other nations aiming 
to sway the election tended to 
“provoke the antipathy” of the 
pubtic. 


Suzuki suggested that Com- 
munist China's suspension of 
Japanese trade and the Soviet 
Union's allegation of aircraft in 
Japan equipped with nuclear 
weapons had not supported the 
Socialists in the election. 


Kishi expressed his desire to 
“have more chance to talk with 
the Socialists on foreign policy.” 

Suzuki replied that his party 
Was ready to enter such talks— 
which would include the Japan- 
Red China issue—in the Diet 
session scheduled to open next 
month, 


Kishi and Suzuki agreed this 
was the most “meaningful” eiec- 
tion and that the public had 
shown greater interest in it 
than in any other election. 

The Prime Minister pointed 
out that many prominent figures 
of both parties had been 
defeated, while some of the 
others polled fewer votes than 
expected, 

This was caused by the 
growth of the “political con- 
sciousness” of the public, he 
said, 

He added it was probably also

Crowley 


Two American businessmen 
were questioned yesterday by 
Japanese authorities in the 
death of New Haven, Conn. in- 
dustrialist T. A. D. Jones Jr. 


One of the men, former Yale 
football star Joseph Crowley, 
48, of Hamden, Conn., spent his 
second day in a jail cell follow- 
ing his arrest on “suspicion of 
causing bodily injury resulting 
in death” to Jones, his brother 
in law. 

He faced 10 more days in jail 
as the result of a court order. 
He could be visited by only his 
lawyer. 

No charges have been prefer- 
red or an indictment handed 
down against either Crowley 
or the other businessman, 
Marviand accountant Frederick 
Kissinger, 62. Kissinger is not 
under arrest, 

Kissinger was grilled yester- 
day by Tokyo prosecutor Ken- 
jiro Furukawa as a “suspect” 
in the death of the son of 
onetime famous Yale football 
mentor “Tad” Jones, 

Jones, president of the 
T. A. D. Jones Co. of New 
Eaven, of which Crowley is 
vice president and Kissinger a 
consultant, arrived in Tokyo 
together to buy an oil tanker. 

On May 8, following a round 
of Tokyo night clubbing, Jones 
was found dead in the Imperial 
Hotel suite he shared with his 
two associates. An autopsy said 
death was due to a hemorrhage 
caused by a blow on the head.

Site Squabble 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP)—The 
California Olympic Commission 
and land owner Wayne Poulsen 
have come to terms, removing 
the major obstacle to construc 
tion of the 1960 Winter Olympic 
site at Squaw Valley. 

The commission and Poulsen 
have been arguing for several 
years over the state's plans for 
the California Lake Tahoe area. 

Last August the commission 
started legal condemnation pro 


ceedings. 

Thursday, Poulsen’s attorney, 
Samuel C. Shenk, said agree 
ment has been reached on all 
points. The commission is to 
meet Friday. 


A spokesman said it was al 
most certain that a pact with 
Poulsen will be approved. 

Shenk said the major point 
involved moving the proposed 
sewage disposal plant from the 
valley floor to Federal land. 

“The changes will not restrict 
the Games and at the same time 
Mr. Poulsen’ will receive a rea- 
sonable price for his ijands,”

Crump added: 


“Competition is the only 
solution —particulari? agalnet 
superior athietes.” 

The sports official praised 


the growing number of Asian 
athletes entering international 
competition and predicted that 
it wlll pay big dividends. 

“Pakistan adopted a forward 
looking polley and sent many 
to compete in Eng- 
land,” he said, “and Pakistan 
has already shown us whet she 
can do.” 

Crump declared:

The noted British suthority 
singled out Japan “which had

ed by 30 per cent after June I, 
restoring the limit of such loans 
to the former level. 

The loan limit was cut in 
April last year, to pare down 
imports for the ultimate pur-

The maximum limit for the 
overseas branch loan was $110 
million around March last year. 

The limit, however, was cut 

to $82,400,000 with a view to 
curbing imports. 
The easing of the loan limit 
was the second measure taken 
by the Government to alleviate 
the Government's emergency 
import economy policy. 

The first one was the lowering 
May 1 of the percentage of 
guaranty for imports. 


Passport Regulations 


Passport control has been 
eliminated for travelers pass- 
ing from one of the Nordic coun- 
tries (Finland, Sweden, Nor- 
way and Denmark) to the other, 
according to the Scandinavian 
Airlines System. This “free- 
dom of the frontiers” was intro- 
duced for citizens of the Nor- 
dic countries in 1952, and from 
May 1 this year it has been ex- 
tended to travelers of all mna- 
tionalities, The non-Nordic sub- 
ject has his passport checked 
only at the point from which 
he passes into the Nordic area.

The Third Asian Games 


It will be a great day in Tokyo today. 


For sports 


loving and festival loving Japanese it will be the best thing 
that’s come along since anyone can remember, 

There will be a capacity-plus crowd in the splendid new 
National Stadium this afternoon when the athletes of 20 
nations parade, 5,000 pigeons are released, a 21-gun salute 
is fired, the sacred flame is lit and the Emperor declares 


open the third Asian Games. 


The nine-day contests amount to more than a sports 


festival, though. 


For this nation, privileged to be host, 
everyone will be a participant, 


Japan has probably never 


had such an opportunity to prove her hospitality; in par- 
ticular, this is a most welcome chance for affirming our 
friendship with our neighbors throughout the rest of Asia. 
Since the ancient Olympic Games in Greece, there have 
always been some men who understood the paradoxical 
truth that competition in sports offers an excellent medium 


for human cooperation. 


That idea, we are happy to note, has been gathering 
increased acceptance in modern times, manifested mainly 


of course in the International Olympic Games. 


At the 


same time, however, we cannot ignore the setbacks it gets 
from time to time, when ulterior political or commercial 
motives are interjected by those who lack the basic sense 


of sportsmanship. 


And that—sportsmanship—is the very importan?’ lesson 
that competitive athletes can teach the politicians and all 


the rest of us. 


The relatively brief history of the Asian Games gives 


us ample reason for optimism. 


Before the last war there 


had been two separate series of games conducted among 
the Asian nations, neither on a very wide scope. At the 
first Asian Games in 1951 there were 14 nations entered, at 
the second there were 18, and now we have 20. 

This growing enthusiasm reflects a number of things, 
which may be summed up as Asia’s modern awakening. 
Yet most significantly, it also reflects the fact that the 
new national consciousness of the Asians is accompanied by 
a sense of interdependence, thus ruling out narrow, isolated 


nationalism. 


These thoughts may seem somewhat serious for a 
subject like sports, but they are certainly not unpleasant. 
It is of no consequence at all who wins one event or 


another. 


But we would be hard put to think of anything 


more significant—or more pleasing—than to mingle with 
our neighbors in an aura of sincere fellowship.

The Shape of Asian Aid 


Economic Cooperation Poses Challenge to Government and People 


Japan's wishes to strengthen 
its ties with other Asian coun- 
tries by contribtiting to their 
economic welfare in the form 
of technical and financial assist- 
ance have been expressed of 
late on various occasions. 

What the overall shape of 
Japan's contribution could be 
is a question now in the mind 
of those who take interest in 
Asian affairs. The answer to 
this question, however, is not 
readily available in concrete 
terns, 

Prime Minister Kishi himself, 
who has made two Asian tours 
since his assumption of office 
in February last year, is known 
to be an active proponent of 
friendship with other Asian na- 
tions. One of the threefold slo- 
gans for the diplomatic policies 
of the Kishi Administration 
stresses “Japan's position as a 
member of the Asian commu- 
nity of nations,” though this 
phrase seems to be in need of 
further clarifications as to its 
meaning. 

Asian Fund Issue 

His plan to establish a ¥5,000 
million ($13.9 million) fund for 
Southeast Asia development is 
still pending, as the necessary 
legisiation fell through in the 
preelection Diet due to lack of 
time. But the issue is expected 
to be revived in the coming spe- 
cial Diet session. This fund, 
originally intended as Japan's 
share in an international Asian 
fund, is to be disbursed for such 
projects as can be later trans- 
ferred to the international fund, 
should the latter be created. 

Earlier in February, Japan 
extended a ¥18,000 million ($50 
million) credit to India as a 
contribution to her second five- 
year plan. India will use the 
yen credit mainiy to import 
Japanese machinery for three 
years from April 1, 1958.

The recent official report on 
economic cooperation by the

South American countries as 
“incipient” and “lagging far be 
hind the Western nations.” 

According to the same report, 
the amount of overseas inVest- 
ment jis increasing, however, 
year after year from $2,900,000 
in 1951 to $18 million in 1956. 
Latin America and Southeast 
Asia account for 35 and 32 per 
cent respectively of the total 
overseas investment at the end 
of December 1957. Of the 98 
cases of technical aid involved, 
78 are contracts with Asian 
countries, 

The above-mentioned Indian 
credit and the Asia develop- 
ment fund cannot be classified 
under “overseas investment” in 
the narrow sense, because they 
represent credits, and not direct 
investments. As grants, Japan 
is planning to offer ¥1,500 mil-

Asahi Shimbun 

The Socialist Party must ana- 
lyze its position by scrutiniz- 
ing the result of the general 
election. Indeed, the Socialists 
have gained some strength as 
the result of the election but 
they cannot certainly boast of 
being an influential political 
party under the present two- 
party system now that it holds 
only one-third of the seats of 
the National Diet. The Social- 
ists must also seriously consider 
whether they should develop 
as a “class party” or a national 
party representing the interests 
of the entire nation. The party 
should also reflect upon claims 
that it has acted as a mere tool 
of the General Council of Japan 
Trade Unions (Sohyo), It must 
become a political party based 
on the interest of the whole 
nation by firmly establishing re- 
gional chapters. 


Mainichi Shimbun 

Although success of the So 
cialist Party was expected be- 
cause of a preelection public 
criticism against the Kishi re- 
gime, the Socialist boom failed 
to occur. The major factor for 
the Socialist defeat in the gen- 
eral election was the public's 
doubt of the Socialists’ ability 
to realize their campaign pliat- 
form. The Opposition Party 
should accept the results of the 
general election willingly and 
reexamine its weak points. As 
for the Liberal-Democratic 
Party, it must not misunder- 
stand that the victory was ob- 
tained because the public trust- 
ed it. The victory was brought 
about merely through the peo- 


ple’s uncertainty against a So- 
clalist regime. 


Yomiuri Shimbun 

The Socialist Party lost in the 
general election because of the 
Socialists themselves. Thelr de- 
feat came primarily from the 
fact that the party had depend- 
ed too much upon labor organ- 
izations to push its election 
campaign. Another major fact 
was that its election platform 
had also been aimed only at 
the interest of a limited class. 
These are the reasons why the 
Opposition Party holds a mere 
new one-third of the Lower 
House, although it was able to 
gain in its total strength. The 
voting public might have sup- 
ported the Conservatives be- 
cause they had believed in the 
stability of a Tory regime. The 
stiff attitude taken by the Com- 
munist Chinese against Japan 
also proved to backfire as a fac- 
tor weaning the people from 
the Socialists. 


Chubu Nippon Shimbun 
(Nagoya) 

It is to be regretted that the 
harvests of wheat and barley are 
generally “not good” this year. 
The damage done by frost and 
snow to these agricultural 
crops, fruit trees, mulberries 
and vegetables are estimated at 
around ¥21,100 million. There 
is no other alternative but to 
indemnify the losers through 
the Agricultural Damage Inh- 
surance. System. However, the 
system can allocate only ¥4,000 
million to make up such dam- 
age. In view of the situation, 
there is a need to reexamine 
the insurance system.

The question now is how the 
Liberal-Democratic Party can 


carry out the agricultural policy 
it pledged during the campaign 
for the general elections. Bud- 
gets for agricultural policies 
used to be slashed in the past 
due to increases in outlays for 
national defense. It must be 
remembered that before World 
War II the increased expenditure 
for the war effort kept the 
farming populace poor.

For several minutes, the Joint 
Chiefs argued over which ser- 
vice should be sent to the Vice 
President's rescue. It Was 
finally agreed that Army para- 
troopers would be flown to the 
Caribbean in Air Force planes. 


However, Adm, Arleigh 
Burke, the Navy chief, slipped 
out of the meeting for 15 min- 
utes and ordered two companies 
of Marines flown to the trouble 
zone. He returned to the meet- 
ing and blandly informed the 
other chiefs that the Marines 
had scheduled maneuvers in the 
Caribbean anyway. 


Despite the temporary confu- 
sion, the first paratroopers 
were winging their way to the 
trouble area within two hours 
after the Pentagon received 
President Eisenhower's order.

In line of technical coopera- 
tion, a total of 1,264 technical 
trainees from abroad, mostly 
from Southeast Asia, were re- 
ceived by Japan between 1954 
and 1957. Im the same period, 
the Japanese Government sent 
out 114 technicians abroad and 
private enterprises 1,298 techni- 
cians. The bulk of the Govern-

Hopes and Fears 


Though these four short para- 
graphs cannot do justice to the 
329 page official report, they 
may serve to cast a spotlight on 
salient economic cooperation 
projects of Japan. Even the 
full report, however, remains 
rather abstract as to future out- 
look and planning. 


As far as the general public 
is concerned, there is still an 
easy hope that economic coope- 
ration with Southeast Asia 
might boost Japan’s economy 
quickly. Any such hope hovers 
on the same level with fears 
entertained by some foreign 
quarters of a revival of the war- 
time Greater East Asia Copros- 
perity Sphere, and also with 
the leftist identification of eco- 
nomic cooperation with a new 
colonialism. 


According to the above-men- 
tioned report, 26 per cent of 
iron ore imports as of the end 
of 1956 and 50 per cent of cop- 
per ore imports came from 
sources where Japan's coopera- 
tion was instrumental in ex- 
panding the production. This 
is one example where the effect 
of economic cooperation is most 
conspicuous. 


But even here it would be a 
glaring mistake to think that 
Japan can tap huge untouched 
mineral resources merely by 
nvesting in mining equipment. 
Preliminary surveys and con- 
struction of railway and harbor 
facilities may eat up much in- 
vestment. 

And it is almost needless to 
say nowadays that economic co- 
operation, unlike colonialism, is 
executed in conjunction with 
the development program in- 
itiated by the underdeveloped 
country in question and that it 
must be based on equal partner- 
ship of the cooperating coun- 
tries. 


Organ in Charge 

Establishment of regional eco- 
nomical units like the European 
Common Market is now becom- 
ing a worldwide trend. In the 
present underdeveloped Asia, a 
similar organization can hardly 
be visualized as an immediate 
objective. Nevertheless it seems 
obvious that Japan cannot live 
separate from Asia in the future. 

Under the circumstances, it is 
not surprising that Japan pro- 
ceeds with economic coopera- 
tion despite her insufficient cap- 
ital formation. 


Unfortunately, the planning 
for economic cooperation is 
likely to be started with a con- 
troversy on who should be in 
charge of it. The International 
Trade and Industry Ministry au- 
thorities, who issued the above 
report, seem to be confident that 
they should handle the matter 
because of its close connection 
with foreign trade and indus- 
trial activities. 


The Foreign Office, however, 
claims its jurisdiction because 
it wants to govern foreign rela- 
tions under a unified diplomatic 
Viewpoint. This question was 
indeed a touchy one when the 
fiscal 1958 budget was being 
compiled. Within the Liberal- 
Democratic Party, there was an 
Opinion favoring creation of an 
independent Economic Coopera- 
tion Agency. The issue is like- 
ly to be revived in connection 
with the next fiscal year budget. 


Another difficulty confront- 


ing the Asian aid issue is lack © 


of accurate information. on 
Asian countries. Even the local 
Governments cannot supply the 
technical information. 


Need for Research 


In the last fiscal year, the - 


Ministry of International Trade 
and Industry sent missions to 
survey the mineral resources in 
Iran and iron ore resources in 
three places in Orissa and 
Madhya Pradesh in India. 
Similar surveys are expected 
this year, as the budget known 
as “investment basic research” 
has been doubled. 


It is clear that wider re- 
searches must be conducted in 
other fields, too. Prof. Kaname 
Akamatsu at Hitotsubashi Uni- 
versity, Prof. Noboru Yama- 
moto at Keio University and 
their associates interested in 
Asian affairs are planning to 
establish a new Asian research 
organ, for instance. 


And finally, the present un- 
stable relations with Commu- 
nist China may prove a stumbl- 
ing block when Japan wants to 
strengthen the ties with the 
Southeast Asian countries. Chi- 
na is not only a potential or 
actual competitor of Japan in 


that region but the Chinese 
with Communist sympathies 
are sometimes predominant 


among the local people. 

Economic cooperation with 
Asian countries will certainly 
be one of the most important 
tasks of the postelection new 
Cabinet. And it poses a chal- 
lenge to the practical capabili- 
ties of not only a single Cabinet 
but of the entire Japanese na- 
tion.

Church in China 


To the Editor: 

According to the proRed 
church paper from Shanghal, a 
most significant church con- 
ference met in Peiping from 
Oct. 28, 1957 to Dec. 4, 1967, This 
was the 10th plenary session 
of the Standittg Executive Com- 
mittee of the Chinese Christian 
“Three Self-Patriotic Move- 
ment.” The meeting was for the 
purpose of “sharing in the 
deepening and extending of 
the whole people's movement 
in China.” 

Actually, as later events 
prove, the conference was a 
Government sponsored  brain- 
washing session for the top 
leadership of Chinese protes- 
tantism. 


From the speeches delivered 
at this conference and printed 
in the “Heavenly Wind” official 
magazine, the theme of the 
conference seems to have been 
centered on the familiar Com- 
munistic line that the Chinese 
churches must confess their 
past stupidity and wickedness 
in allowing themselves to be 
“used” by the imperialistic 
foreign missionaries from the 
West. 


Long articles survey the 
history of Protestant missions 
in China and prove that the 
Christian church has been used 
and exploited by the imper 


alists everywhere in Asia. 
Billy Graham, the popular 
American evangelist, is ac 


cused of being a tool of Ameri- 
can imperialists in India, where 
he is alleged to have been sent 
to help neutralize the effects 
of Soviet visitors Khrushchev 
and Bulganin. 

Missionaries and missions 
outside of China are accused 
of plotting against the Chinese 


Communist Government and 
seeking to restore imperl 
alism to China. The English 
missionary journal “Japan 


Harvest,” of Tokyo, is singled 
out and rebuked for spreading 
lying rumors against the 
People’s Government of China, 

Then, too, the Three Self- 
Patriotic Movement conference 
had to purge out its own hidden 
rightist elements. The most 
prominent victim was the funda- 
mentalist pastor Rev. Marcus 
Chen, once a famous Bible 
teacher in China and a stout de- 
fender of evangelical Christian- 
itv. He has worked with almost 
hysterical enthusiasm in the 
proCommunist Three Self- 
Movement and became one of 
its vice presidents. According 
to “Heavenly Wind” Chairman 
Y. T. Wu and eight other pro- 
minent leaders accused Marcus 
Chen at the Peiping conference 
for his speech in March 1957, 
at the People’s Political Con- 
ference in which the aged funda- 
mentalist pastor was alleged to 
have slandered the Communist 
Party, the People’s Government 
of China, and the Three Self- 
Patriotic Movement. The amus- 
ing thing was that the speech 
for which Marcus Chen was 
publicly denounced and purged 
recentiy was published in 
“Heavenly Wind” itself, as the 
leading article of the May 13, 
1957 issue, (No. 528, pp. 3-5, 7). 

An analysis of these papers 
read at the Peiping Church Con- 
ference last October-December 
indicates that the Government 
is squeezing the cooperating 
churches even more tightly to 
extract from them even more 
absolute conformity to the Com- 
munist Party line and social 
program for China. It is mere- 
ly a part of the disciplinary 
process by which the Peiping 
regime seeks to stiffen its con- 
trol of all the doings and think- 
ing of its masses, to prevent 
any “revisionists” or deviation- 
ists coming up to hinder the

it was therefore no surprise 
to find that beginning in Jan- 
vary of this year the pattern of 
the top conference in Peiping 
for the brain-washing of the 
Protestants In China has been 
reproduced everywhere on the 
provincial, district and local 
levels. News in “Heavenly 
Wind” is coming in from all 
parts of China telling of long 
indoctrination conferences on 
education In socialism, and ac- 
cusations of “rightists,” with 
street parades and public oath 
swearing ceremonies promising 
the loyalty of the churches to 
Mao Tse-tung and the Commu- 
nist Party. 

One interesting sample of the 
widespread movement comes 
from Changsha, Hunan (Pro- 
vince. (Heavenly Wind, April 
21, 1958). This conference was 
called, “Hunan Province Chris- 
tian Socialism Political Indoc- 
trination Conference.” It lasted 
from Jan. 13 to Feb. 12, 1958, 
The report states, frankly 
enough, that the conference waa 
held “under the strong manage- 
ment and leadership of the 
Communist Party and People’s 
Government of China.” Ninety- 
six delegates attended. 


The basic textbooks for study 
at this Christian conference were 
two: Mao Tse-tung’s speech of, 
“Concerning the Problem of 
Rectification and Control of the 
Inner Contradictions Among the 
People” and Premier Chou En- 
lai's “The Government's’ Work 
Report.” 

In the Changsha conference, 
too, three scapegoats were pub- 
licly exposed and denounced in 
great detail by the delegetes. 
One was a Rev. Li Hung-Ne of 
the Church of Christ in China; 
a second, Rev. Li Sheung-Shu, 
of the Chinese Weslevan Metho- 
dist Church; a third, Rev. Ue 
Kwan, of the Chinese Lutheran 
Church. 


These three “rightists” are 
violently scolded for many 
crimes of thought, word and 
deed showing their unreason- 
able hostility .to the Communist 
Party, the People’s Government 
and the Three Self-Patriotic 
Movement. They showed a 
stubborn refusal to walk the 
socialism road which New China 
has taken. They are called 
“rightists wearing the cloak of 
religion to work against the 
Communist China Government.” 

An interesting detail of these 
mass accusations is that a 
hitherto unknown movement of 
underground Christianity seems 
to have come und: Govern- 
ment and Three Self Movement 
attack. There are often com- 
plaints against these fanatic ele- 
ments who emphasize “healing 
the sick and expelling demons,” 
who preach the second coming 
and despise government. 

The Changsha conference 
passed this motion, “Rightist 
elements and all their sinful 
deeds provoked the righteous 
anger of the whole conference, 
who with eager excitement 
passed resolutions of denuncia- 
tion and pledged that they 
would battle to the limit all 
such rightists, 

“The conference took note also 
of a minority in the churches 
of Hunan, vagabonds and law- 
less elements who use the 
churches, but who oppose the 
use of doctors and medicine 
(ie. preaching healing by faith 
in God alone. Translator) and 
stir up lawless activity which 
disturbs the social tranquility. 
The conference unveils their 
lawless actions and condemns 
such action. The conference 
unanimously declares that we 
all are determined to work 
unitedly to fight against the 
rightists, and we request the 
Government to deal with such 
people according to law.” 
(Heavenly Wind, Vol. No. 550. 
Page 3.) 

This kind of conference re- 
port appears from many large 
cities in China. The April 21, 
1958 issue of “Heavenly Wind” 
gives in full several accusation 
papers which were read at the 
Changsha conference, The 
editorial board of the magazine 
asks other churches to send in 
news of their meetings and re- 
solutions. One condensed news 
section on pages 18 and 19 gives 
short news items concerning 
local brain-washing conferences 
and loyalty parades from many 


cities all over China. A few 
prominent place names are: 
Taiyuan, Shansi; Kweilin§ in 


Kwansi; Inner Mongolia; Amoy 
and Swatow, Wanchow, Nan- 
cheong, some Manchurian 
towns, and many, many more 
places. 

To the outside readers the 
most fascinating portion § of 
these reports of trials are the 
alleged statements of the ac- 
cused victims which are quoted 
by the pro-Communist church. 
One summary statement is 
given on page 15 of the April 
21, 1958 magazine: “These 
rightist elements, who are led 
by the anti-Communist religi- 
ous circles, manufacture all 
kinds of lying rumors, saying; 
‘Believers in religion have two 
governments, that is, heaven’s 
gevernment and the govern- 
ment on earth. If the govern- 
ments on earth and the govern- 
ment of heaven come into con- 
fiict then we Christians, even to 
the last drop of blood, even at 
the price of persecution and 


suffering, must never bow to 
the earthly government.'” 
Under this condition § the 


Three Se}f-Patriotic Movement 
takes the place of the persecut- 
ing Jewish church leaders in 
Acts 3-4, end the accused “right- 
ists” stand with Peter and John, 
who said: “We must obey God 
rather than men,”
